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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to independent claim 1 , the cited prior art do not disclose a vehicle 
door lock control apparatus comprising an inhibiting means for inhibiting the 
transmission request signal from the vehicle-side transmitting means from being 
transmitted to the portable unit to thereby inhibit the portable unit from transmitting 
identification information to the vehicle-side receiving means, while the timer is 
measuring a predetermined time when the locked/unlocked state detecting means 
detects when the vehicle door has changed from an unlocked state to a locked state. 

Independent claim 6 recites the limitations of claim 1 wherein the inhibiting 
means inhibits the transmission request signal from being transmitted from said vehicle- 
side transmitting means when said locked/unlocked state detecting means detects the 
unlocked state of said door. 

Independent claim 9 recites the limitations of claim 1 wherein the inhibiting 
means inhibits the transmission request signal from being transmitted from said vehicle- 
side transmitting means when said open/closed state detecting means detects the open 
state of said door. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
